Big  bulbs  for  finest  results  in  pots  or  outdoor  plantings.  Each,  15c;  doz.

City  of  Haarlem — Golden  yellow.  Extra  large  exhibition  variety. 

Grand  Maitre — Deep  porcelain  blue  with  contrasting  dark  stem.  Large. 
Lady  Derby — Delicate  rose-pink.  Fine  spike. 

L’Esperance — Dark  claret.  Very  showy. 

LTnnocence — Pure  white.  Large  truss.  Best  all-round  white.

Alba  Plena  Odorata — Pure  white  flower,  shaped  much  like  the  gardenia. 
Exquisite  fragrance.  Also  known  as  the  double  Poeticus.  The  latest 
narcissus  to  bloom,  usually  being  ready  for  Mother’s  Day.  75c 
Ariadne — Daintiest  of  narcissus.  Pure  white  petals  and  saucer-shaped 
cup  of  ivory.  Frilled.  $1.00 

Conspicuus — Rich  yellow  with  short  cup  rimmed  vivid  red.  A favorite  for 
cutting,  lasting  unusually  well  in  water.  85c

These  make  a fine  display  of  color  very  early  in  the  spring  and  are  the 
best  to  use  when  formal  beds  are  being  planted.  Use  one  variety  in  a bed 
for  the  best  effect. 

Belle  Alliance — Brilliant  scarlet.  Large,  sweet-scented  flower.  75c 
Fred  Moore — Deep  apricot-orange.  Very  early.  75c 
Keizerkroon — Scarlet,  heavily  bordered  rich  yellow.  Large.  $1.00 
Lady  Boreel — Pure  white.  Large  exhibition  variety.  75c 
Prince  of  Austria — Bright  orange-vermillion.  Large  flower  of  beautiful 
form.  Very  fragrant.  75c 

Prosperity — Rose  pink.  A lovely  tulip  for  the  flower  market.  75c 


DOUBLE  EARLY 

These  bloom  a little  later  and  last  much  longer  than  the  singles.  They 
are  big,  fluffy,  peony-like  flowers.  Plant  in  beds  of  one  color. 

Boule  De  Neige — Large,  full  flower  of  pure  white.  75c 
La  Matador — Dazzling  scarlet.  75c 

Tc-a  Rose — Saffron  yellow,  with  salmon  flush.  A distinct  and  lovely  shade, 
reminding  one  of  a tea  rose.  75c 


SINGLE  COTTAGE  OR  MAY-FLOWERING 


Tall,  graceful  flowers,  given  a quaint  charm  by  the  long,  slender  buds  and 
recurved  petals.  Lovely  in  borders  or  among  shrubs.  Include  many  lovely 
yellows,  shades  which  the  Darwins  lack. 

Fonton  d’Or — A round,  golden-jjellow  flower  set  off  by  black  anthers.  65c 
Elleai  Willmott — Creamy  primrose  yellow.  Sweetly  fragrant.  Long, 
slender  buds.  Late.  60c 

I airy  Queen — Rosy  heliotrope,  margined  amber-yellow.  Popular.  65c
